Kirkland was hanged 
from 
the 


limb of a tree in Magnolia Gardens, 
a suburb, about a mile from the 
heart of Thomasville. 


After hanging him, the men tied 


his body to the rear of a truck and 
drove to the city. They circled the 
public square and deposited 
the 


body finally on the 
court 
house

would he extended within two years 
after inauguration day. 


Two Countries Further Apart. 
With the halfway mark of the 


Hoover administration term rapid- 
ly approaching, however, officials 
today remarked that the position of 
the two countries is probably fur- 
ther apart than at any period since 
1922 when Ambassador Boris Bakh- 
metieff of the provisional govern- 
ment closed the old imperial em- 
bassy here.
